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Cream of the News 


Milk production in Wisconsin during August was 
up 7 percent from last year and a record production 
for the month. 

The prices received index for Wisconsin farm 
products as of mid-August was 38 points (11 per- 
cent) above the previous year due to record high 
prices for beef cattle, calves, and hogs. 

Wisconsin’s production of American cheese dur- 
ing July was up considerably from a year earlier and 
butter production also showed an increase. 

Wholesale prices of cheese and butter increased 
from July to August and were well above last year. 

Manufactured dairy products utilized 52 percent 
of the Nation’s 1971 milk production. 

Milk prices received by Wisconsin farmers in Au- 
gust are expected to average $5.42 a hundredweight, 
a seasonal increase of 5 cents from July and 26 cents 
above August last year. 

Red meat production in Wisconsin during July 
was 8 percent below a year ago as both output of 
beef and pork declined. 

Steer prices at St. Paul and Kansas City declined 
from July to August but prices of barrows and gilts 
at St. Paul increased again to a new high. 

Cold storage stocks of cheese in the Nation at 
the end of August were 7 percent above a year earlier 
while butter stocks were down 21 percent. 

The Nation’s meat stocks in cold storage on Au- 
gust 31 were 23 percent below a year earlier as beef 
stocks were down 16 percent and pork supplies de- 
clined 38 percent. 

Wisconsin farmers had 11 percent fewer hogs 
and pigs on farms September 1 than a year ago. 

Heavy rains in August and continuing into Sep- 
tember caused many difficulties for harvesting Wis- 
consin’s hay, oats, potatoes, and vegetable crops, while 
also slowing the maturing of corn and soybeans. 
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STATE HAS RECORD MILK 
PRODUCTION FOR AUGUST 


Milk production in Wisconsin during August totaled 
1,636 million pounds, up 7 percent from a year earlier and a 
record output for the month. Seasonally, milk production in 
August was 7 percent below July compared with an 8 per- 
cent decline from July to August 1971. During the first eight 
months of 1972, Wisconsin’s milk production was up 4 per- 
cent from the comparable period last year. Output per cow 
averaged 870 pounds in August, an increase of 45 pounds 
from the pervious year. The 1,880,000 milk cows on Wisconsin 
farms during August was 22,000 more than a year ago and 
the most in four years. Pasture feed conditions in Wisconsin 
increased considerably during August because unusually heavy 
rains provided the moisture for good growth. The September | 
pasture condition was reported as 94 percent of normal com- 
pared with 81 percent a month earlier and 76 percent a year 
ago.

The Nation’s milk production in August was 10,065 
million pounds, 2 percent higher than last year. Production 
was down 4 percent from July, about the same seasonal de- 
cline as a year earlier. Output per cow averaged 826 pounds 
during August, 3 percent more than in August 1971. Total 
milk production in the Nation during the first eight months 
of 1972 was 2 percent more than the comparable period last 
year. 
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STATE’S BUTTER AND CHEESE 
PRODUCTION ABOVE LAST YEAR 


Dairy plants in Wisconsin produced more butter 
and American cheese during July than in that month 
last year. Wisconsin creameries churned 17% million 
pounds of butter in July, up 7 percent from a year 
ago. This was the greatest increase from the previous 
year for butter production since August 1971. Nation- 
ally, output of butter in July was about the same as a 
year earlier because Minnesota’s production declined 
7 percent. Iowa produced 3 percent more butter during 
July than a year ago and all other states had a gain of 
1 percent. 

Production of American cheese in Wisconsin con- 
tinued at record levels for 1972. July’s output of 73 
million pounds was 22 percent greater than last year. 
American cheese production in the Nation during July 
was up 16 percent from a year earlier as increases 
totaled 10 percent for Minnesota, 17 percent for Mis- 
souri, and 11 percent for all other states. 

Total cheese production in the Nation for July 
was 12 percent more than the previous year. Output 
of Italian cheese was up 6 percent and Swiss cheese 
production gained 5 percent. Production of Brick and 
Muenster during July was 14 percent above last year 
but output of all other cheese showed little change 
from July 1971.

MILK PRICES 
SEASONALLY HIGHER 


Dairy farmers in Wisconsin are expected to receive an 
average of $5.42 a hundredweight for all milk sold in August. 
This would be a seasonal increase of 5 cents from July and 
26 cents above August last year. All milk sold in July returned 
an average of $5.37 a hundredweight, up 7 cents from June 
and 25 cents more than July 1971. Milkfat content for July 
averaged 3.61 percent compared with 3.58 percent during 
July a year ago. 

Prices of Grade A milk averaged $5.51 a hundredweight 
in July, a gain of 6 cents from June and 20 cents above the 
previous year. Manufacturing grade milk, at $5.20 a hundred- 
weight for July, was 6 cents more than June and 30 cents 
greater than July 1971. The spread between market and manu- 
facturing grade milk was 31 cents in July compared with 41 
cents a year earlier.

BUTTER PRODUCTION TO BE DOWN 
BUT AMERICAN CHEESE UP SUBSTANTIALLY 


Weekly estimates of butter and American cheese produc- 
tion in August indicate a decline for butter but a continuation 
of increased output for American cheese in Wisconsin and the 
Nation. Wisconsin’s butter churnings in August will be under 
a year earlier after a 7 percent increase in July. Nationally, 
butter production during August could be 7 percent under 
last year. From January through July, the Nations butter out- 
put was | percent below the comparable period in 1971 but 
Wisconsin had an increase of 2 percent. 
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American cheese production in the Nation during August 
may be 15 percent above a year ago, while Wisconsin’s out- 
put could be up about a fourth. In the first seven months of 
1972, the Nation produced 12 percent more American cheese 
than in the same months of 1971 and Wisconsin had a gain of 
11 percent.

Wholesale prices of cheese and butter increased from 
July to August. Cheddar cheese, 40 pound blocks, averaged 
60.11 cents a pound for August. The wholesale cheddar price 
at Wisconsin primary markets was up %4 cent a pound from 
July and was more than 4 cents higher than August 1971. 
Swiss cheese, Wisconsin State Brand, averaged 73 cents a 
pound in August, a gain of % cent from July and 6% cents 
above last year.

NATION'S 1971 MANUFACTURED 
DAIRY PRODUCTS 


Manufactured dairy products utilized 52 percent of the 
Nation’s 1971 milk production. Milk used for cheese produc- 
tion set a record high for the eighth consecutive year. Cheese 
accounted for 34 percent of all milk used in manufactured 
dairy products. Among the varieties having record produc- 
tion in 1971 were American, Italian, Swiss, Muenster, and Blue 
Mold. 

Use of milk for butter production was about the same 
asin 1970. A total of almost 24 billion pounds net whole milk 
equivalent was converted into butter in 1971. Butter ac- 
counted for 39 percent of the total net whole milk equivalent 
for manufactured dairy products. 

Frozen dairy products used 13.0 billion pounds of gross 
whole milk equivalent in 1971, slightly below usage in 1970. 
Ice cream took 1 percent less milk in 1971 than a year earlier, 
while whole milk used for ice milk and milk sherbert was up 
slightly. 

Wisconsin continued as the leading state in use of milk 
for manufactured dairy products with 22 percent of the total. 
Other ranking states were Minnesota, California, New York, 
and Iowa. These four states and Wisconsin accounted for 54 
percent of the Nation’s total net milk equivalent.

LIVESTOCK PRICES 
AT RECORD HIGH 


Record high prices for beef cattle, calves, and hogs re- 
sulted in a 38 point increase from a year ago in the prices re- 
ceived index for Wisconsin farm products as of mid-August. 
Steers and heifers averaged $33.50 a hundredweight on Au- 
gust 15, up 50 cents from the previous month and $5.50 
more than a year earlier. Slaughter cows, at $26.20 a hundred- 
weight for August, were 70 cents above the previous month 
and $5.00 greater than August 1971. 

Hogs averaged $27.60 a hundredweight as of mid-August, 
an increase of 30 cents from July and $8.60 above last year. 
The August hog price was 10 cents more than the previous 
high set in September 1947. 

Calves averaged $49.50 a hundredweight on August 15, 
up 50 cents from July and $8.00 higher than a year earlier. 
The mid-August sheep price of $6.10 a hundredweight was 
20 cents below July but 40 cents above last year. Lambs, at 
$28.70 a hundredweight for August, declined 80 cents from 
amonth earlier but were $2.60 more than a year ago. The Au- 
gust wool price of 42 cents a pound was unchanged from 
July but 20 cents above August 1971. 

Egg prices averaged only 23 cents a dozen as of mid-Au- 
gust, down | cent from July and 4 cents lower than last year. 
This was the lowest egg price for August since 1940. Turkeys 
averaged 22 cents a pound liveweight on August 15, a gain of 
1 cent from a month earlier but the same as a year ago.

Prices for corn and oats in August were unchanged from 
July but soybeans and baled alfalfa hay increased. Corn prices 
were down from August 1971 but prices for oats, soybeans, 
and hay were up substantially. 


RED MEAT PRODUCTION 
DOWN IN JULY 


Production of red meat in Wisconsin’s commercial slaugh- 
ter plants during July totaled 87 million pounds, 9 percent 
below June and 8 percent less than July 1971. Output of beef 
was 4 percent under July last year and pork production de- 
clined 14 percent. 

The July cattle slaughter totaled 90,000, down 5,000 
from a year ago. Average liveweight of cattle at 1,101 pounds 
for July was 18 pounds heavier than last year. 

Hog slaughter for July totaled 222,000, a decline of 
39,000 from the previous year. At 241 pounds liveweight, 
hogs averaged 3 pounds heavier than in July 1971. Only 13,200 
calves were butchered in July, a record low for any month.

HOG NUMBERS DOWN 


Wisconsin farmers had 1,523,000 hogs and pigs on farms 
September 1, a decline of 11 percent from a year earlier. 
Breeding stock at 244,000, was down 13 percent from last 
year while hogs for market, at 1,279,000, were 11 percent 
fewer than on September 1, 1971. 

Farrowings in Wisconsin during June through August 
were 3 percent under the comparable quarter a year ago. The 
total pig crop for the June-August quarter was down 5 percent 
as the average litter rate was 7.40 compared with 7.59 in the 
previous year. 


Wisconsin farmers plan to farrow 105,000 sows during 
September through November, a decline of 14 percent from 
a year ago. Expected farrowings for December 1972 through 
February 1973 total 75,000 sows, up 4 percent from that 
quarter a year earlier. 

Hogs and pigs on farms September 1, 1972 in the 10 
Corn Belt States totaled 46% million, 1 percent under that 
date last year. Breeding hogs were up 5 percent but market 
hogs showed a decline of 2 percent. The June-August 1972 
pig crop in the Corn Belt States was up | percent from that 
quarter in 1971 due to a slightly higher average litter rate. 
Hog producers in these states plan to farrow 2 percent more 
sows during September through November than a year earlier, 
while farrowings for December 1972 through February 1973 
are expected to increase 7 percent.

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SEPTEMBER CROP REPORT 


A continuation of mostly cloudy and wet weather in the 
first half of September slowed the maturing of Wisconsin’s 
corn crop. By mid-September only half of the corn was con- 
sidered safe from frost whereas in 1971 nearly all was that 
far advanced. The heavy rains in August provided very favor- 
able conditions for the spread of Southern corn leaf blight on 
susceptible corn. ““T’? cytoplasm corn was most severely in- 
fected but certain inbred lines of ‘‘N”’ corn also were hit by 
the blight. Overall the blight was not expected to hurt yields 


and vegetable crops was being hampered by frequent showers 
and very wet fields. Soybeans looked good and leaves were 
starting to turn on some plants. The apple crop for 1972 
showed excellent color, size, and quality. Because of the abun- 
dant moisture supply, pastures had good growth for fall 
grazing. A period of dry weather was desired to allow finishing 
of the rain plagued 1972 crop harvest.

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STEER PRICES DECLINE 


Good grade fed steers at the St. Paul market averaged 
$33.18 a hundredweight in August, a decline of $1.72 from 
July. This was the first drop for good grade steers at St. Paul 
since April but the August price was still $3.43 above last 
year. Good grade feeder steers at the Kansas City market av- 
eraged $39.92 a hundredweight for August, down 52 cents 
from a month earlier but $7.33 higher than August 1971.
